27—The Rose 


county local option bill passed thb 
House witaout amendment Wednes- 
day afternoon by a vote of 79 to 36. 


There were five absentees, four of 


whom were compelled 
to be away 


either on 
account of sickness 
01 


death and one of whom, Dr. Nye, of 
Pike county, states that he was call- 
ed out just as the roll call was a>bout 
to start, by a friend in the corridor. 
The vote was conclusive, decisive and 
unmistakable. 


The bill passed the Senate several 


tveeks ago by a vote of 24 to IS. It 
now 
becomes a law as soon as the 


governor attaches his signature 
or 


without that signatuie in 10 dajs un- 
less he vetoes it. But the governor 
T. ill promptly sign it. 


Under 
the 
'provisions 
of 
the 


ineasuie the law does not 
become 


operative, that is to say, no count/ 
option petitions may 
be presented, 


until after September 1. 


Thirty-five per cent of the elector 


of any county may petition for 
an 


election on the question of elbnimi- 
ing the saloons within that county. 
The ejection must then 
he called 


within 30 days b> the proper ofn- 
cials, and if a majority of the voters 
vote "dry" the saloons must go out 
of business in that particular -count., 


Xot an amendment was secured to 


the bill, although j>e-veral wc/e of- 
fered and impassioned speeches were 
made in support of them. Yea aii'l 
nay votes taken on these proposed 
amendments made it plain from th° 
start that the Rose bill would pass 
by a big majority. There was no 
party lineup either on the 
prelim- 


inary test votes or on the final vote 
Four Republicans voted against tre 
bill and some Democrats for it. The

Paris, Feb 27—The police of this 


city have received from New York a 
warrant for the arrest of Paul Roy 
on the charge of murder. This charge 
was made by Roy's wife, an American 
actress, known as Glacia Calia, who 
declares that he murdered her broth- 
er, George A. CarMns, early in Janu- 
ary, in New Hampshire. The warrant 
has not yet been served. The French 
law does not permit the extradition 
of French citizens, but provides for 
their trial and punishment in France 
for crimes committed abroad.

SUGAR-COATED LIES 


I 


HAVE read several good articles lately exposing the per* 
nlcious philosophy expressed in Ingalls' famous sonnet, 
"Opportunity." 
According to this poem, Opportunity Is 


"master of human destinies," and "knocks unbidden once at 
every gate." If the call is unheard or unheeded it says that 
you are "condemned to failure, penury and woe," and that 
you will "seek In vain and uselessly implore" this myth which 
"answers not and returns no more." 


Of course no thinking man would believe that; but prob- 


ably a good many people believe it because they do not think 
—because they swallowed this pretty pill and tasted only the 
poetry on that outside. But there can be no good, and possi- 
bly a great deal of harm, in giving the poem further circu- 
lation. Just the other day I saw it printed as a frontispiece 
in an advertising booklet for a manufacturing concern. 
I 


think it was the day before that I saw it printed on the front 
cover of an employes' magazine, Issued by one of the largest 
mercantile concerns. Trade papers often use it for a filler, 
and thousands of beautifully printed copies of the poem hang 
on the walls of homes and offices. And yet it contains a bit 
of false philosophy, which, if actually believed, would warp 
the careers of thousands of men and women. The truth is 
that Opportunity knocks not merely once but a thousand 
times—is knocking all the time. 


Many such suger-coated lies are being thoughtlessly 


spread abroad through various channels.

"When the constitution of the United States 


•was tinder discussion in convention the opposing theories of Thomas 
Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton constituted the principal difference 
of opinion.

one of Jefferson's time ? 


Entirely so. It is descended, through the Whig party, from the 


Hamiltonian or Federalist party, which took the opposite view to that 
of Jefferson.

Thomas Jefferson twice, James Madison twice, James Monroe 


twice, John Quiney Adams, Andrew Jackson twice, Martin Van 
Buren, James IL Polk, Franklin Pierce, James Buchanan, Grover 
Cleveland twice. 


What is the Democratic party's position as to tariff ? 
It stands for a low tariff or a tariff for revenue onlv

'Old Farm House" to be Entirely Re- 


modeled.—Additions to Passeu- 


ger Boat Line. 


Extensive improvements at Bufck- 


eye Lake Park will be begun Monday 
when a large force of men wil'l i>e put 
to work on the park grounds, remod- 
eling buildings, Constructing covered 
walks and graveling the grounds 
This «-in be the "beginning of the ex- 
penditure of $36,000 for 
improve- 


ments to be made during the coming 
three years. 


Manager Will -T. Karris stated to 


an Advocate reporter Thursday that 
he expects to open !?ie resort to the 
'public about the ' middle ot April 
Roscoe B. Summer, who was Mr. 
Harris' excursion solicitor last sum- 
mer at 'Canton, arrived 
in the city 


Tuesday night and. spent Wednesday 
going over the cTry and 
interurban 


lines, preparatory to assuming his 
duties here in connection iwitht'Buelc- 
eye Lake Park. Mr. Summer 
will 


make Columbus his Headquarters. 


Probably the most notable change 


at the park will be tile complete re- 
modeling of the "old 
farm House." 


•which has been used an an office and 
general place of residence hereto* 
fore. 
The building will be 
rebuilt 


after t-he design of an arcade, having 
a wide promenade running its entire 
length. 
In one side will be fitted a 


barber shop, and separated from this 
'by a partition, will be a public lava- 
tory, to accommodate men and wo- 
men, 
the ITA'O compartments being 


separated by screens. On the opposite 
side of -the opening, will be an ice 
cream and refreshmpnt stana, also a 
cigar and news stand concession. 


The second floor of the 
building 


proper -will be devoted exclusively to 
the offices ana private apartments of 
the park management and assistants. 
A double -decked balcony, about 14 
feet wide, will surround the struc- 
ture. 
The top -balcony will be f» 


nished with chairs and atl accommo- 
dations ,for the puolic. with push but- 
tons connecting with, the refreshment 
stands below. An innovation In this 
design is that instead of a solid roof, 
this second balcony will be covered 
with large, adjustable awnings. 


The entire construction will be fol- 


lowing the mission design. The floors 
will all be of cement, and the ceiling 
of the first floor will be of true and 
false beams, stained, and crossed, in 
the real mission style. From the in- 
tersection of the beams electric lights 
will be hung from heavy chains, the 
shades to be square, colored g)ass 
with stained borders.
